The generous tribute of Mr. Gladstone to Jewish qualities, which he pays in 

his article on the Irish Question, in the Nineteenth Century, will be read with 

_gratefal feelings by all English Jews. Our gratitude will be as much for the 
fact that Mr. Gladstone has, by this graceful act, revived the memories of his 

services to the causs of Jewish emancipation, Certain expressions of 

his during the heat of discussion on the Eastern Question caused some doubt 

about Mr. Gladstone’s feeling towards us. These are now entirely removed, and 

the latter part of his career is in full accord with) its prime, so far as 

the Jews of England are concerned. He fully acquits us of the charge of 
‘ incivism,’ and at the same time acknowledges our right not entirely to merge 


our individuality. That is all we have contended for throughout the controversy 
raised by Mr. Goldwin Smith. 


We report this week in full the very interesting proceedings at the presen- 
tation to the United Synagogue of the portrait of Lord Rothschild which has 
been painted for Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., by Mr. B.S. Marks. Lord Rothschild 
is represented in this admirable historical picture taking the oath on the Hebrew 
Testament with his head covered, as becomes an observant Jew. ‘Che remarks 
of Mr. Cohen and Lord Rothschild wera excellently conceived, amd their spirit 


schild, who said it would be a pity and a disaster if the Jews, by the privileges 
they had acquired, should be rendered oblivious of the privileges they had 
inherited. That this danger has been avoided is the significance of 
Lord Rothschild’s position and of the situation of the Jews in 
England. We have been admitted by our fellow-countrymen to rank 
and honour without being asked to lay aside those traditions which 
are consecrated by centuries of observance, and by beliefs which have grown up 
with us. In return we owe, and we give, enthusiastic loyalty to the country which 
i has been wise and generous enough to treat us thus, while we regard with good- 
| humoured contempt those few of our number who, as it were, take the oath 
‘| without the hat, and endeavour to conceal those inherited characteristics which 
i =~ mark us as contributing to the wealth of our fellow-citizens, distinctive qualities 
and a distinct element of usefuluess. 


Mr. Louis Davidson, in his capacity of President of the Westminster Jews’ 
Free School, has issued an appzal on behalf of that institution. Even the oppo- 
nents of denominational schools would, after perusing Mr. Davidson’s ably drawn 
Ua paper, be constrained to admit that he “has made out an excellent case for his 
| protegé. A school which trains 459 children, drawn from such widely sepa- 
= rated districts of the metropolis as Chelsea in the South-West, and Holloway in 
“ga =the North, and which thus prevents their being deprived of religious in- 
struction, has an undoubted claim on the support of the community. Nor is it 
alone as an elementary school that the institution carries on its work. The sub- 
jects of instruction, we read, include drawing and carpentering, wkich are of 
great advantage in the early training jof ‘young artisans. The introduction of 
carpentering is due to the generosity of the Vice-President, Mr. Claude G. 
Montefiore, who has fitted up a workshop, and defrayed the expenses for a period 
of twelve months ;. to the Westminster Jews’ Free School, therefore, belongs the 
| credit of being the first Jewish elementary school in which technical instruction 
, has been added to the curriculum. But this is not all. Mr. Matthew Arnold, who 
from 1878 until 1886 (when he retired), had inspected the school as one of Her 
Majesty's Inspectors, has in several of his reports testified to the value of com- 
bining Hebrew and secular instruction. For instance, in 1880 he reported that 
‘‘the mental quality of the scholars in bot’: departments here is much raised 
by the study of a second language, the Hebrew.” This testimony Mr. Arnold 
repeated in his report for 1885 ; and the opinion thus expressed by so eminent 
an authority should greatly strengthen those who support the existence of speci- 
tically Jewish schools. 


“ Minor” Synagogues in the metropolis, has taken the initiative in an important 
measure, which has long been urged by us and by several influential persons in the 
_Community. At the General Meeting of the members, held last week, a scheme 
proposed by the President, Mr. H. Berliner, was adopted for the amalgamation 
of the Chevras in the East of London, with the double object of the services 
being held in one place of worship, and of their several Benefit Societies being 
merged into one, to the mutual advantage of their respective members. The 
difficulties in the way of carrying out the first object are almost insuperable, 
The Jewish population in the East End, especially that section belonging to the 
Chevras, are too much scattered to admit of their attending a synagogue which 
is not situated in the centre of the area inhabited by them ; for we presume that 
the “one place of worship” referred to would be the Spital Square Synagogue. 
And if we consider that the collective Chevras contain many thousands of mem- 
bers, it will be seen that an enormous Synagogue would be needed for their 
accommodation. The formation of one huge benefit society, on the same prin- 
ciple as the Foresters or Odd Fellows, should be more feasible. But an enormous 
amount of tact would be required at the ovtset in order to adiust and satisfy the 
claims of the different parties to the compact. Should the scheme assume 
tangible shape, its advocates will greatly facilitate its adoption by seeking the 
co-operation of leading men of the community, in whose impartiality and 
business capacity confidence is placed. 


The friends of Jews’ College were much taken aback at the meeting of 


the Council of the United Synagogue on Tuesday by the result of their en- | 


may be summed up in the memorable words of the late Baron Lionel de Roth- | 


The Spital Square (late German) Synagogue, the most influcntial of the 


deavours to secure the undiminished annual grant of £200 to the Institution. 
The Finance Committee, in view of the financial straits of the United Synagogue 
itself, recommended the Council to reduce the grant to £100. This was chal- 


lege—no grant whatever was made. It is probable that some means 
will be devised by which this quite unexpected decision can be re- 
versed. In any case the College cannot regard the grant from the United 
Synagogue as a trustworthy source of its income. It therefore behoves 
its Council to bestir themselves in widening the circle of the supporters 
of the College. As was pointed out at the meeting on Tuesday, the number of 
its subscribers is quite disproportionate to its claims upon the support of the 
community. No one at the meeting questioned the usefulness and merits of 
the College. Objection was taken only to one Institution formed for definite 
objeets making a grant in support of another. 


“ Minyan men” are doomed. We do not mean that the lives of these poor 
persons are threatened, but only their existence as an appanage of Synagogue 
Worship. The question is being fought at the Council of the United Syna- 
gogue on the least desirable ground, that of expense. The Council is clearly 
within its rights to object to such expenditure, but we would wish that the whole 
question could be discussed upon its own merits—or demerits—apart altogether 
from the purely incidental issue of expense. Of course, if “ Minyan men” must 
be engaged, they must be paid. But the item of expenditure as presented to the 
Council each year presents a convenient form of attacking the system, with the 
further advantage that the defence of the item is peculiarly weak, and the attack 
irresistible. Charity that takes the form of payment for attending a place of 
worship, is the worst possible form of charity ; and divine worship. that depends 
upon such an aid can scarcely be described as elevating in a religious sense.

TERRIBLE DISTRESS OF THE ROUMANIAN IMMIGRANTS IN CYPRUS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—Permit us to bring under public notice an appeal on behalf of 62 Jewish 
emigrants from Roumania, who, more than a year ago, together witi other emi- 
grants, were induced by an unprincipled adventurer to seek a home in the island of 
Cyprus, where they were led to believe that they might succeed as agriculturists. 
Wewill not enter upon particulars how they were undeceived soon after their arrival, 
and how they parted by degrees with all the savings they had brought with them 
from their native country. Let it suffice for us to mention that they fell into an 
unmitigated state of starvation. Many of their Jewish companions in misery were 
fortunate enough to be taken to Turkey and other neighbouring countries. But 
there are still left 62 poor creatures whoare pining away in hunger and sickness. 

Through our official positions we are aware that at the present time they receive 
from the stores of Her Majesty’s Government in Cyprus such an allowance of bread 
as might be accorded to homeless paupers. But as there is no Governmental institu- 
tion to provide for such extraordinary cases of distress, we have received, in addition 
to unofficial despatches on this subject, heartrending petitions from the sufferers 
themselves, who lament that there ‘is no Jewish burial ground in Cyprus, whilst 
death is threatening their wasted health. 

We appeal to generous-hearted Jews and Jewesses to come to the rescue of these 
poor creatures. The Government of Cyprus. also urgently asks that the destitute 
sufferers should speedily be removed from the island, where they cannot possibly 
subsist. | 

A sum not exceeding £200 would be sufficient to meet the exigenceis of this 
terrible case of distress. Mr. Ellis A. Franklin (of 60,Old Broad Street, E.C.), has 
kindly consented to receive contributions for the “ Relief of the Roumanian Jews in 
Cyprus,” and all donations will be thankfully acknowledged in your journal,

THE LATE MR. ALFRED NEWMAN AND THE BEVIS MARKS 
SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—Although long before November, 1885, I had heard of the above lamented 
individual as an art iron worker, and as possessing a unique collection of books, pam- 
phlets, prints, and portraits relating to Jewish history, yet I did not make his 
acquaintance till that period, when he wrote me asking for an interview in order to 
offer me his co-operation at any sacrifice of time and money to organize a movement 
against the Bevis Marks Synagogue, knowing I had single-handed opposed that 
vandalic project for three years previously at great cost of labour and expense. I 
was then issuing the “Bevis Marks Gazette.” We met frequently, and during the 
time of my attack of gout and removal to Bournemouth he organized that movement 
by hard work daily, which ended in victory. His fellow-laborers, not being in 
affluent circumstances, were not called upon by him to bear much of the expense, 
but only their share of the work. I was delighted at his geniality, straightfor- 
wardness, and enthusiasm in the cause. | 

I did all he required of me, and shared much of the expensive burden which fell 
on his shoulders in 1886, but which resulted in the signatures of 100 ratepayers, being 
greatly in excess of their opponents, It will be scarcely credited that notwithstanding 
this signal defeat the Wardens have inserted the following in their Annual Speech : 

CITY FREEHOLDS. 

Notwithstanding all necessary steps were taken to obtain tenders for building 
leases of the ground on which the Synagogue and the adjoining properties stand, no 
tender for any portion of it was received on the 17th February last (the date fixed for

The subject was subsequently brought to the attention of the Yehidim and was 
fully considered by them at a well attended meeting held on the 28th March last, 
and at an equally well-attended adjournment of that meeting held on the 4th April, 
1886.

holds presented to the Yehidim on the 8th March, 1885, remain in suspense, and that if 


lenged, with the result that—to the consternation of the supporters of the Col-— 
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arty satisfactory tenders for the property, or any part of it, be received, the same shall 


» acceptance be submitted to the Yehidim.” 

pcs ‘ome to the Mahamad that having regard to the large number of newly- 
erected warehouses in the immediate vicinity of the Synagogue which remain unlet, 
and to the continued depression in the value of land, no steps can at present be 
usefully taken in furtherance of the scheme sanctioned by you on the 15th March, 
1883, and affirmed by the Yehidim on the 8th March, 1889. The Mahamad realising 
as they do how largely the financial and other interests of the Congregation are 
likely to be affected by the scheme, will consider it a duty to submit for your con- 
sideration any reasonable offer which may be made for the utilization of the site. 

In considering this subject you will doubtless bear in mind that the offer of the 
Commisioners of Sewers to buy a portion of your land in Heneage Lane holds good 
only till May next. 

In the expenditure of the Bevis Marks Synagogue for 1886 are put down the fol- 
lowing extraordinary expenses: Solicitors’ charges re City Freeholds Scheme, 
£73 10s., and Surveyors’, ditto, £114 3s. 94.—£187 13s, 9d. It isan open secret that 
my three years’ expenses, and those of my late lamented friend, considerably ex- 
ceed that amount. Iam more resolved than ever in reply to the above menace that not 
a brick of the Bevis Marks Synagogue shall be touched in my lifetime, as the majority 
of ratepayers are of my opinion,

THE JEWISH ORPHANAGE IN JERUSALEM. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISB CHRONICLE.” 
Str,—Whilst thanking you on behalf of the above excellent Institution for your 
able advocacy of its claims upon the Jewish community at large, I feel bound at 
orfee to correct a false impression you have inadvertently conveyed, and an erroneous 


modus operand, 

Though founded and maintained in a great measure by Germans, it is as little a 
German establishment, as the school in Jerusalem, mainly supported by Lord Roth: 
schild, Mr. Samuel Montagu and the Alliance Israé¢lite, is English or French. 

The former employs German, the latter French, as the medium of instruction, 
whereas the language which ought to form its basis is the vernacular Arabic or 
Turkish. 

The existing state of our co-religionists in the Holy City renders, however, for 
some time to come, such a desideratum, though “‘a consummation devoutly to be 
wished,” a remote contingency. | 

Meanwhile the proportion in Jerusalem of the German-jargon speaking to those - 
employing a variety of Romanic jargons is, at the lowest estimate, in the proportion 
of eight to seven, in a population of, say 15,000 Jews. Hence the necessity for both 
the existing educational establishments. 

The limited means at the disposal of the managers of the Orphanage enable 
them,-unfortunately, to harbour only 14 forsaken ones. 

The annual costof keep and education per child is at present £16; and assuredly 
it is a standing reproach to us, that a contemplation of the “centre and joy of the 
earth,’ wherewith our holiest memories and hopes are intertwined, should render us 
rather “a mockery and a by-word”’ to the Gentile. Jewish ignorance and fanaticism 
are suffered to run riot there, till sheer hunger and destitution, thence engendered, 
drive no less than fifty-four Jewish orphans into the arms of the Protestant mission. 
Thus the outcasts of Jewish indifference are sustained and trained to hate their 
fellow-Jews by Christian philanthropists. 

Besides the inmates of the Home, the day-school attached thereto, which will, 
probably, ere long be strengthened by amalgamation with the Talmud Torah School 
of von Lamel, founded by the poet, Frankl, is at present attended by some thirty 
children of German-speaking parentage. : 

Our Orphanage, then, directed by Dr. Herzberg, on behalf of which I would 
make an carnest appeal to all who “seek the welfare of Jerusalem,” is but a com. 
plement to the admirable technical School conducted by M. Nissim Behar, to whom 
such of. our orphans as are found fit are sent, by a cordial mutual agreemant, to 


learn a trade, whilst being instructed in the general branches of elementary 


education in our own School. 


In the reorganization of that school upon the most approved modern system, an 
able assistant, of western culture, who has received his training partly in English, 
is about to be associated with the present director, whereby a still stronger claim 
will, I trust, be established for our Orphanage upon the sympathy and support of 
my English coreligionists.

Orphanage, I beg leave to state my case in a few words. 

There are a great many Jewish orphans in distress at Jerusalem. A Portuguese 
author, who wrote at the time of the great persecutions, said : “ As soon as a Jewish 
child has only learnt to pronounce the name of Moses, it is idle to try his conversion.” 
This remains true to this day. Our lost children generally bear with heroic endur- 
ance the hardships of hunger and cold, before they give in to the enticements of the 
perversionists, But, for children at least, perseverance in such trials is above human 
nature. What, then, will become of the ten orphans who now claim admittance at 
our doors? I want £160 per annum. Wiil nobody come to their rescue ? 

I should add, that every child must lcarn a trade at our Orphanage, ten of our 
15 orphans being already apprenticed at the Rothschild Technical School.

CONGREGATIONAL SINGING, , 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
S1r,—Your numerous correspondents’ remarks on Congregational Singing con- 
tain many suggestions. Let me add one which will, I humbly think, meet with the 
approval of musicians and religionists alike, being at the same time easy to carry 
out in practice. 


In an ordinary service we haye some four psalms, hymns, or praises capable of 


a congregational setting—the processional “Lecha Hashem,” the psalm “ Mizmor 
Ledavid ” or Ledavid Mizmor,” the hymns “ En Kelohenu” and “Adon Olam.” Why 
the psalm “ Ashré” is not everywhere chanted or sung to a tune I cannot under- 
stand. The younger generation can all remember the time when “ Adon Olam” was 
not always sung at the conclusion of the prayers. Why not then return to that state 
of affairs, concluding the Hebrew portion of the service with the “ Kaddish” after 
“ Alenu,” and then instead of “ Alenu,” closing with an 2/nglish hymn or anthem! 
How simple would it be for the Council of the United Synagogue to appoint a 
committee of its Ministers and Choirmasters to compile a book of (i.) short and easy 
and at the same time melodious anthems, the words of which are taken from the 
Jewish Scriptures and (ii.) hymns, the words of which are paraphrases of the best 
“Piyutim,” or original poems, but at all events, cast in a purely Jewish form of 
thought, and fitted to becoming and beautiful tunes, by whomsoever composed. Sir, 
I cannot perceive the faintest objection, practical or sentimental, or the slightest 
difficulty, religious or musical, that might prevent the speedy and successful comy)- 
lation of a cheap and handy book to be used in all synagogues of the Union, and 
by force of example, soon after by the whole Anglo-Jewish community—of a book 
of Israelitish hymns and anthems in English words to lovely tunes, for singing in 


rotation, or otherwise selected, at the conclusion of each service, to the convenience 


of everybody and the advantage of all, proving an attraction to those souls at pre- 
sent unappealed to, and a powerful assistance in the cause of the highest and only 
true art, I mean Religion, in the form in which it appeals to Jewish bosoms.

- THE EXITS OF THE ST. JOHN’S WOOD SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir;—The views expressed in a letter of your last issue under this heading, signed 
by “A Member of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue,” quite accord with mine, and | 
am pleased to find that this very important subject has been referred to. 

I have. as a member of the Board of Management, on more than one occasion 
moved in Committee, to have the present exits increased, but unfortunately, the 
support I justly expected was not accorded me, and the danger still exists. 

The suggestions that I made were simple and inexpensive, but at the same time 
afford the remedy. I am of opinion that if the two windows in the vestibule at 
the foot of the stairs leading from the galleries were altered into doors, by which 
there would be three separatetexits from the galleries, and body of Synagogue, it 
would be sufficient and the cost trifling. 

It is argued that the congregants by waiting in the vestibule for their families 
and friends block the passages and render the space congested. This may be correct. 
but does not remove the fact that a single door from a vestibule of a Synagogue, 
capable of holding 500 worshippers, is not a sufficient means of exit. There certainly 
are two small doors at the west end of the body of the building, but these are so 
seldom, or never used, that if a panic occurred, they would not be thought of.

They propose to display the portraits of 
Jewish worthies and celebrities. Let them without fail include that of Mr. Joseph 
de Castro, As the unrivalled caterer to the Jewish community and the hero of tlic 
“* Jewish Public Ball of the Century,” he has the undefeasible claim to be acknow- 
ledged as the Jewish master of the ceremonies of the century.

Prior to the ordinary busive-s of the Council, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., one 
of the Vice-Presidents, presented to the Councila Portrait of the President, Lord 
Rothschild, in the act of taking the Oath in the Mouse of Lords, on July 9th, 1885, 
on his elevation to the Pecrage of Great Britain and Ireland. The portrait has been 


painted, at the expense of Mr, Cohen, by Mr. B. S. Marks, and we gave a description 
of it in our issue of the 7th ult. 


Io making the presentation, Mr. ConeN, who was loudly applauded, said : I 
have to ask your attention for a few remarks in connection with the likences of our 
esteemed President, which now adorns these walls. In a short paragraph which 
pappeared in the Zimes, I find that a reference was made to the picture asa record of 

a great historical event in this community. It is to me a source of great pride and 
pleasure at having been associated with this historical event, and that our Presi¢ent 
should have been closely connected therewith. To me it is a perroral satis‘action 
that I shoald have the privilege of being the medium of presenting this gift to the 
Council. For many years I have been associated with our noble President in many 
capacities of public life, and occasionally not without those breezes of difference of 
opinion, which tend, however, to bring out those good qualities of toleration and 
forbearance which are so characteristic of public life in this community. Buta 
more important consideration than this fills my mind. However limited in space 
this. room may te, however humble in furniture, it is yet a record of the 
progress which the Jewish community in this country has made. In its endeavours 
to raise the condition of those who flock to these shores, and in uniting for the com- 
mon good those among us who are divided in their opinions, there is no site wherein 
the Jews assemble which has a prouder record than the Council Room of the 
United Synagogue, No Jewish body can show a pronder record of contests fought 
out, leaving no asperity behind, The picture is therefore not only a fitting emblem 
of an historical event, but also a history of the body to which it is presented. Apar’, 
however, from this fact I should not have intruded on you with the request I made 
about @ year and a half ago—to be allowed to present a portrait of Lord Rothschild 
to this Council—were it not for the great historical importance of tbe event itself to 
the Jewish race throughout the world at large. Carry sour thoughts to but eighteen 
mouths back, when the finger of hate, scorn and oppression was pointed at Jews ia 
different parts of the globe, and contrast this situation with an event in this coun- 
try, when the representative of the oldest existing monarchy called in’o the oldest 
legislative assembly a representative of the oldest historical nation in existence. 
This three-fold association calls to mind the Jewish saying that a triple cord cannot 
be easily tevered, and the occurrence cannot be without its mark on every district 
throughout the world. The downtrodden Jew in the remote t regious can poiut 
with pride at this distinction conferred on a brother Jew; ani he may feel that 
possibly in his owa country, with the spread of education and the growth of en- 
lightenment, the same progress aud the sams happy results may ensue as ha:e been 
achieved in this land, I now come to my noble friend, and I ask you to remem er 
in what manner he took his reat in the House of Lords. He carried thither the 
traditions of the Jewish community, and displayed in that august as:embly the 
perpetuity of the rites and customs of our race, He felt that there was no necetsity 
for him to be abashed on account of his adherence to these customs. Is it a wonder, 
then, that he took his reat with the universal acquiescence of the different 
parties who constitute that assembly ? Do you think that nothing of this 
feeling was due to his own personal qualities ? I know that for many years past he 
has devoted his whole heart and soul to the service of the Jewish community, 
Throughout thecommunity there has been only one feeling, that of contentment 
and price, and every Jew has felt himself, as it were, ennobled in the patent of nobility 
conferred on Lord Rothschild. And now let me say a few words of hope and of 
happy augury to your lordship. This is not the first time that, on the site on 
which this building stands, it has eeen my privilege to express the hope that a 
member of your family might for many years be spared toserve the interests of the 
community. Eighteen years ago it was my privilege to convey such a wish to 
your hon ured father at the laying of the foundation-stoue of the Central Syna- 
gogue. His words on that cecasion were historical. He said that it would bea 
pity and a disaster if tte Jews, by the privileges they had acquired, should become 
oblivious of the privileges they had inherited. You, my lord, who haveacquired a 
still higher position, have followed to the fullest extent theexample set to you. May 
you be spared for many years tocome t» adorn the deliberations of the Council 
and to guide it in the paths of utility and public activity in which it is engaged. 
To you, gentlemen of the Council, the ceremony of this evening should convey an 
important lesson. Ithas been said that the time may come whea a conflict may 
arise betweeen the duties we owe to our community and tho-e we owe to our country. 
For my pa:t, I can tee no possibility of such a conflict, whilst you are employing 
your powers in a manner redounding to the advantage of the community, and con- 
tributing t» the prosperity of this great country of which you are free citizens, 
Let us show ourselves proud of the racet» which we belong, and proud of our noble 
friend at our head, whose career will serve to stimulate ourselves. Let this ad-

The meeting then proceeded with the consideration of the Accounts and Es'i- 
mates of the United Synagogue and of the Constituent Synagogues. 

Mr. DAvip Davis, one of the Treasurers, in submitting the accounts, said that 
there was an actual loss, on the year’s working, of £311. There‘had been a great 
falling off in the revenue of the Synagogues, amounting t> £700. This falling off 
had keen going on for several years whilst the revenue of the United Synagogue 
as a whole had remained stationary. The expenditure was growing to an alarming 
extent owing to the increase in the salaries of the officers. He did not wish to say 
one word disrespectful of the Synagogue officials, but he would like to know why 
the Ministers did not attend the morning and evening services (hear, hear) and thus 
assist in reducing the expenditure for Minyan men. He trusted the several Boards of 
Management would assist in this point. The available funded property of the 
United Synegogue amounted at the end of.the year to £22,000, and if all prospec- 
tive liabilities were deducted, there would only remain £5,000. The Council must 
therefore see the necessity of strictly confining the expenditure within the limits of 
the income, Another unsatisfactory feature was presented by the ovtstanding 
accounts, which now amounted to nearly £4,000, and which were only being re- 
duced by writing off a considerable sum as “bad.” Now that the new financial 
scheme had come into operaticn, it behoved the Council to husband their resources, 


‘until the severs| Synazogues had built up funds of their own, and could draw upon 


them at pleasure. 

The accounts and estimates of the United Synagogue were then passed, with 
one exception, This exception was a recommendation of the Finance Committee that 
the Grant to Jews’ College should be reduced from £200 to £100. 
| Mr. CHARLES SAMUEL prot:sted against the decrease of the grant. He main. 
tiined that the Jews’ College performed the principal work in training educated 
men for the Jewish Ministry, which the progress of education required. In all 
other denominations it was recognised as a primary duty that the clergy should 
be cultivated men. He moved, as an amendment, thit the grant should remain 
at £200, 

Mr. Henry Sotomon, who seconded the amendment, and Messrs. Ellis A. 
Franklin, D. Davis, Abraham Levy, and H. Bentwitch, who supported it, empha- 


iced the good work being done by Jews’ College, and tho duty of the Uvitcd 


Synagogue to continue to suppoit it with an undiminished grant, 

Mr. Davip Davis, Treasurer, and Mr. NoAm Davis upheld the decision of the 
Finance Committee. 

The amendment was carrie] by a majority of one, the numbera being: fer, 30, 
against, 29. On being put as a substantive motion, Mr. MAuRICE HART moved its 
rejection. After adcedvate in which Mesers. If. A. Abrahams, Charles Samuel and 
I. M. Marks took part, the motion for a grant of £200 was lost. The result of thee 
two divisions is, therefore, that no grant whatssever was votel to the College. 

The accounts and estimates of the majority of the Synagogues were passed 
without comment. In the case of the Hambro, Borough, and North London Syna- 
gogues considerable discussion ensued with regard to reductions for Minyan 
men, It wasarguedon the one hand that people ought not tobe paid to attend syna- 
gogue, and on the other hand it was urged that as long as members would not at- 
tend the synagogues to form a “legal congregation,” it would be necersary to 
retain the services of Minyan men. The vote for Minyan men at the Hambro 
Synagogue was retained, in consequence of a reduction agreed to in the item of 
choir ; but with regard to the Borough and North London Synagogues the amounts 
were reduced consid:rably below the expenditure of the past year. 

When the accounts and estimates of the Bayswater Synagogue were presented, 
Mr. I. A. JOSEPH, its financial representative, said that as the pre-ent was probably 
the last occasion he would act in that capacity, he would be justified in referring to 
the remarkable prosperity of that synagogue during his 10 years of office, Within 
that period, the synagogue had handed over to the United Synagogue an agyregate 
surplus of £16,500, and he wou'd lesve office with a surplus of £1,856, being an 
amount higher than when he entered on his functions. He attributed the prosperity 
of the synagogue to the tenacity with which the Board of Management and mem. 
bers held to the scheme, now consummated, for the enlargement of the bui'ding,as 
well as to the zeal and efficiency cf the Secretary, the Rev. R. Harris. | 

Various other formal matters were disposed of, but the remaing business on the 
agenda was postponed until the next mceting, in consequence of the lateness of the 
hour (nearly half-past ten o’clock). | 

The meeting terminat«d with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

“THE PERPLEXITIES OF THE TIME.” 


— 


Tue remarkable lecture of Mr. ScuecateEr delivered before the Jews’ College 
Literary Soctety last week merits attention on more than one ground. The origi- 
nality, both in the choice of subject and of the style in which it was treated, the 
many interesting side issues raised, the ethical fervour of the comments, the 
wit of the incidental remarks, all combined to make the lecture an intellectual 
treat for its hearers. The topic chosen, the life of a true scholar, was clearly 
congenial to the lecturer,-and the title of that great scholar’s chief 
work, ‘The Perplexities of the Time,” indicates a subject that was not set. 
at rest by Moses Marmonipes in the twelfth century, nor by Nacuman 
KrocuMa. in the nineteenth. Each age has its own perplexities, and it can 
scarcely be said that the progress of the ages makes them perceptibly lighter. 
Certainly, the present generation of Jews is visibly struggling with perplex- 
ities of all kinds which need the exercise of powers equal to the combined 
abilities of a MarmonipEs and a Krocumar to solve. 

In the West of Europe the many material and social difficulties of 
Jewish life are happily at an end. But the very causes which brought 
about the need of social emancipation, have raised further consequences 
in their train which involve new difficulties now that emancipation 
has been obtained. For the social circumstances of Jews of the pre-emanci- 
pation era had prevented them from being influenced, except in the slightest 
degree, by the vast upheaval of intellectual forces which thas characterised 
the past century. All at once they have been brought into contact with | 
these new movements of feeling and thought. All religions have been affected 
by these, and Judaism has not escaped. The very foundations of the creeds 
have been called in question, and faith has been severely shaken for the time 
by the new aspect in which many of the eternal problems of life have been 
presented by the progress of natural and historical science. | 

We have never been much alarmed by this spread of inquiry into the 
main problems of religion, With firm confidence in the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Judaism, we have seen some of its minor details called in question, 
without thinking it necessary to raise the alarm that Judaism is in danger. 
Discussion can only help in exciting further interest in religious matters, and 
without deep interest, religious feeling must lack depth and vitality. As 
a matter of fact there has been a distinct deepening of religious feeling 
in the present generation, though it has been characterised by so much 
doubt and so-called scepticism. This is certainly the fact in the genera

Let us take one or two of these perplexities and notice how they have 
vitalised religious feeling. The older conception of the verbal inspiration 
of the Bible has undoubtedly been much shaken by the critical assaults of the 
German school. Yetthe result has been, not the loss of saving truth involved 
in the older conception, but a widening of the whole idea of revelation with 
a heightening of reverence for the great utterances of the Bible. Prof. 
Cuaeyng, in his recently issued work, “Job and Solomon,” makes very 
much the same observation in his introductory remarks. He points out that 
the spread of German views has reacted favourably on the upholders of the 
older views. “ It is the want of an equally intelligent interest (as that dis- 
played by the WeLtHavsen school) that makes the Old Testament a dead 
letter to so many highly orthodox theologians. If the advanced critics suc- 
ceed in awakening such an interest generally, it will be no slight compensa- 
tion for that ‘unsettlement of views’ which is often the temporary conse- 
quence of reading their books.” Prof. Caryne writes from a somewhat 
different standpoint, but his words have equal application to the state of 


Or, again, let us consider the problems that have arisen by our full par- 
ticipation in the citizenship of the nations. On the one hand, we have the 
precept, “ Let us remain true to the traditions of our fathers.” On the other 
hand, we are called upon to sink our differences from those around us, and 
become Englishmen indeed, veritable Frenchmen, thorough Germans, as the 
case may be. Here is a perplexity of the time which has caused much 
heartburning and given rise to a whole literature full of polemical virulence. 
Yet Jewish feeling has not suffered amid the perplexity, rather it has been 
deepened and at the same time has been made self-conscious. | Lord Rotu- 
scHiLp and Mr. Lionex L. Conen, M.P., at the meeting of the Council of 
the United Synagogue, on Tuesday evening, eloquently bore testimony not 
merely to the possibility but to the great importance, as much from a patriotic 
as from a Jewish standpoint, of reconciling both sentiments. We call at- 
tention in another column to the most recent utterance on this subject from 


the pen of Mr. Guapsrone, whose tone recalls the generous days of the 
struggle for emancipation. 


“One thing I thirk may be said, which is no 


matter of reproach: they do not so entirely amalgamate with Englishmen 
as to lose all notes of difference.” That statement is a generous recognition 
of the difficulty we are considering, and its very generosity shows that the 
difficulty may be overcoms without injury to the requirements of Jewish 
feeling. It is truly recognised that from the national standpoint it is well 
that each section of the nation should retain its distinctive gifts without 
fear and without reproach. Yet such a statement from a public man of 
such eminence would scarcely have been possible ten years ago. Thus, the 
very raising of the perplexity of Mr. Gotpwin Smiru, has helped to bring 
about a solution satisfactory to Jewish feeling. 

The moral of all this is clear. The perplexities of the times are not to 
be removed by ignoring them. It is rather by reverent and instructed yet free 
discussion that they can be brought to solution point. We seem to have in- 
herited from the ages of silence and contumely a timid shrinking from publicity 
about matters of discord. There are some amongst us who advocate the 
‘ostrich ” policy in dealing with the perplexities of the time. The wisdom 
of such a policy is more than doubtful. Every experience tells us that by 
ignoring these difficulties they are only deepened in the minds of those they 
attack without any opportunity given to fight out the battle of faith on a fair 
field and no favour. The traditional side has for it all the holiest sentiments 
of our nature. Its inherent power is great enough to withstand attacks which, 
after all, only appeal to the intellect and have therefore the weakness of 
purely intellectual forces till they have had time to gather round them emo- 


It is not to be thought that our perplexities can merely be solved by 
giving them publicity. The perplexities are real and will need all our best 
energies to solve them in such a manner as not to offend against the deepest © 
sentiments of our nature without doing violence to the needs of our reason. 
The task of reconciling these two needs has been to a certain extent prepared 
for us by the admirable work, on Jewish history ip all its branches, done by Ger- 
man scholars of the school of Zonz. But the reconciliation of Tradition and 
Reason has been left to the present age to work out, and it is in the spirit 
of Krochmal, as so admirably interpreted by Mr. Scuecarsr, that the lines 
of reconciliation must be laid,

RABBI NACHMAN KROCHMAL 


AND THE 


“PERPLEXITIES OF THE TIME.” 


BY 8. SHECHTER. 
A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY, JAN, 23, 1887, 


In her good-natured panegyric of mediocrity which is known under the title of 
“ Soenes of Clerical Life,” George Eliot remarked :—“ Let us hope that there is a 
saving ignorance,” 

Strange as this demand may sound, the wish of the great novelist to see her 
favoured mediocrities ‘‘ saved,” has been shared by the great majority of mankind: 
I know that I, at least, echo that desire with all my heart. And I am afraid that I 
am prompted by some rather selfish reasons. It would be somewhat hard, when one 
is born with small abilities, but a great desire for being saved, to be deprived of the 
hope held out by the author of “ Adam Bede.” | 

But there are some, I am afraid, who are not satisfied with this dictum of 
George Eliot. They show a strong tendency to make salvation a° monopoly of 
ignorance. This is a little too selfish. For with all due respect to every form of 
ignorance, sacred as well as profane, we ought, I think, to believe that there is also 
Nay, we might go even farther. There may 
be certain epochs in history when there is hardly any other path to salvation than 
knowledge, and the deep search after truth. 

We all know the words of the Psalmist, “The Lord preserveth the simple.” 
But as there are periods in the life of the individual when naiveté has to give way 
to sagacity and reflection, so there are times in history at which Providence does not 
choose to leave men in simplicity. At such times doubts arise, as though of them- 
selves ; questions suddenly become open when they had been supposed solved for 
centuries ; and the human mind is stirred by a sceptical breeze of which no man 
can tell whence it came. One may under those circumstances be indifferent, but 
one can be simple no more. | : 

Even in such cases, however, man has no cause to despair. When our dearest 
beliefs are shaken by all kinds of doubts, Providence sends us also great thinkers, 
earnest lovers of truth, who devote their lives to enlighten our puzzled minds. Not 
that these men try to answer all the questions by which we feel perplexed. They 
endeavour to satisfy us partly by showing that many of our difficulties are not 
difficulties at all, but merely arise from superficialness ; and partly by proving that 
the great cause about which we feel so much anxiety does not exactly depend on the 
solution of the questions that are troubling us. They give to the things which are 
dearer to us than our life a fresh aspect, which enables us to remain attached to 
them with the same devotion and love as before. To speak again in the words of 
the Psalmist :—* Thou sendest forth Thy Spirit, and they are created, and Thou 
renewest the face of the earth.” 

This spirit that renews the face of things is what I understand by “saving 

As men of that saving knowledge we may regard Rabban Jochanan 
ben Zakai and his disciples, who made it possible for Judaism to survive the 
destruction of the Temple, which some believed to involve the end of the religion. 
As such men we may look upon R. Saadia Gaon and his followers, who worked at a 
time when Judaism was menaced in its inner life, namely in the tradition, by the 
attempts of the narrow-minded Karaites to convert it into a bookish religion. Such 
men were Maimonides and his successors, who came to the aid of the religion when 
it had got into dogmatic troubles by reason of its coming into contact with various 
philosophical systems. And in order to approach the subject of the present lecture, 


‘I venture to say that a man of such saving knowledge was also R. Nachman 


Krochmal, who lived and laboured in the first half of the present century, when 
Judaism had been terribly shaken by the scepticism of Voltaire, and the platitudes 
of the so-called Mendelssohnhian school. | 

In order to avoid misapprehension, let me tell you beforehand that I do not 
belong to the believers in exclusive salvation in literary matters. I feel the 
deepest reverence for all great teachers in Israel of past centuries as well as of our 
own, the men who tried their best to revive Judaism by their excellent scholarship 
and honest efforts after truth. My chief reason for selecting Krochmal for this 
lecture was that I believed this scholar to be less known among us than he deserves 
to be, while we are more familiar with others of our great writers. There may 
possibly be some other reasons which influenced my choice ; but I am myself but 
half conscious of them, and am therefore unable to state them clearly to you. 

R. Nachman Krochmal was born on the 17th of February in the year 1785. 
His father, Solomon Krochmal, was a merchant of Brody, a commercial frontier 
town in the north-east of Galicia, in Austria. In his early years Solomon often 
used to visit Berlin for business purposes. There he is said to have seen 
Mendelssohn on one occasion, and to have greatly esteemed the Jewish sage, 
And it is not unlikely that Nachman’s subsequent admiration for Mendelssohn was 
partly due to his father’s influence. , 


- Solomon was a man of considerable wealth, and he, therefore, endeavoured to 
give his son the best possible education. But as a respectable member of a Polish 
community a hundred years ago Solomon had to follow the fashion adopted by his 
neighbours, and the best possible education consisted in affording the child an 
opportunity to study the Talmud and other Rabbinical works. All other languages 
and their literatures were sealed books to the child—a very absurd and regrettable 
fashion indeed. But let us not be too hard on our Polish brethren. I have 
been told that there are countries on our globe where people have been driven by 
the force of fashion into the opposite extreme ; where, with few exceptions, they 
think that the Talmud, as well as the whole Hebrew literature, must needs be 
excluded from the programme of a gentleman’s education. 

Happily, or the reverse, Krochmal’s childhood did not last long, for in the 
year 1798 we find that Nachman, a boy of fourteen, was already married to a Miss 
Haberman in Zolkiew. Asa result of this foolish custom of marrying at so very 
early an age, Nachman was hardly ever a boy; we have at once to deal with 
him as a man. 


It was then customary in Poland, and perhaps is so still, for the father of the | 


bride to provide for the support of the young couple for some years after their 
marriage. In order to reduce the expense of this arrangement, the bridegroom 
had to reside in the same house as his father-in-law. Thus we see Krochmal 
removing from Brody to Zolkiew, the native town of his wife. Here Krochmal 
lived in the house of her father for many years, entirely devoted to his studies ; 
and he certainly needed all his time for them. For he now began to expand the 
sphere of his education, to embrace subjects ‘quite new to him. By his marriage 
Nachman seems to have gained a certain amount of independence, and the first use 
he made of it was to study the “Guide of the Perplexed of Maimonides,” the 
“Commentaries of Ibn Ezra on the Bible,” and other more or less philosophical 
works written in the Hebrew language. His next step was to learn German ; but, 
as his biographers inform us, he was not able to follow this course without under- 
going many struggles, and overcoming many obstacles. ; 

It would lead us too far to give a full account of the difficulties which the 
young scholar had to conquer while pursuing his new studies. They will be 
sufficiently characterised by the following extract from a Hebrew letter of his 
disciple, R. Solomon Leb Rapoport, who, writing in 1841 concerning his master 
and friend, remarks: “ Consider this, ye inhabitants of Germany ’—and, I may add, 
ye inhabitants of England—“and you will be astounded. It is easy for you to 
avoid being one-sided, and to study different sciences, for you possess many schools 
and teachers for every branch of learning. It is not so in Poland and Russia even 
at present, much less was it forty years ago. There is no teacher, no guide, no 
supporter for the Jew who desires any sort of improvement. The Jew who wishes 
to enter on a new path of learning has to prepare the road for himself. And when 
he has entered on it, his friend will come to him and ask, ‘Is it true that you have 
got scientific books in your house? Mind you do not mention it to anyone. There 
are enough bigots in the town to persecute you and all your family if they get 
scent of it.’” It was under these conditions that Krochmal pursued his studies 
which were by no means few or easy, for he was not content with a knowledge of 
only the lighter portions of German literature. He soon began to read the works 
of Lessing, Mendelssohn, and more especially of Kant, who always remained his 
favourite philosopher. In his later years he also became acquainted ‘with the 
writings of Fichte, Schelling, and Hegel. But to the last he could not console 
himself for having missed the advantages of a systematic University education. 

After having learned German, Krochmal proceeded to acquire a knowledge of 
Latin and French, and to read the best books written in those languages. To 
deepen his knowledge of Hebrew, he studied Arabic and Syriac, but we are unable 
to say how far he succeeded in mastering these languages. With these studies} 
which appear to have occupied our philosopher for an interval of ten years after his 
marriage, the first period of his life seems also to end. But the hard work of ten 
years did not pass over the delicate youth without undermining his healt& for ever. 
At the age of twenty-four, Krochmal fell sick of an illness which compelled him to 
interrupt his work. He was forced to go to Lemberg to consult the doctors of that 
town, and he had to remain there for a long time. And now began Krochmal's 
career as a teacher. For during his stay at Lemberg there gathered round hima 
band of young scholars whom Krochmal’s fame had already reached. 
to enumerate the names of all these students. Among them figured [saac Erter 
Samson Bloch, A. Bodek, and many others. The most gifted of them was un- 
doubtedly Rapoport, who afterwards became even more famous than his master, 
Krochmal. It is not easy to define accurately the relation that subsisted between 
these two men. Graetz, in his history, calls Rapoport a: disciple of Krochmal. 
Rapoport himself, in his memoir of Krochmal, describes the latter as a dear friend 
with whom he was wont to discuss literary topics, Zunz does not mention Rapoport 
at all in his account of our author: It seems to me that this relation may be most 
aptly defined by the Talmudic term 33M OPN, “ colleague and disciple.” 

Indeed, Krochmal’s whole method of teaching was rather that of a companion 
than of a professor. He gave no set lectures on particular subjects, but conveyed 
his instruction rather by means of suggestive conversations with his younger friends. 
His usual habit was to walk with his pupils in the neighbourhood of the town, and 
to try to influence their minds each in accordance with its bent. If any of his dis- 
ciples showed an inclination for poetry, Krochmal sought to refine his taste by 
directing his attention to the best works in Hebrew and German literature. To 
another, whose fancy strayed into mysticism, he recommended the writings of Philo 
and Ibn Ezra, at the same time suggesting how the works of the latter should be 
interpreted. A third who, like Rapoport, was interested in historical researches, 
Krochmal instructed in the methods of critical inquiry. 


It is useless 


There must have been some fascinating charm in Nachman’'s personality, which 
made him irresistible to all who came into contact with him. Rapoport has 
described his first interview with Krochmal. “It is more than thirty years since I 
first made his acquaintance, and beheld the glory of his presence. Though he was 
in weak health, still his soul was strong ; and as soon as I conversed with him there 
came over me a spirit of judgment and knowledge. I felt almost transformed into 
another man.” Elsewhere the same writer says: “O, how sweet were to me these 
walks with Krochmal : sweeter than all the pleasures of this world. I could never 
have enough of his wisdom ; with his every word he conveyed a new lesson,”

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SACHER MASOCH ON THE GALICIAN JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PARIS, 30TH JAN, 1887. 


Yesterday evening I had the pleasure of attending a lecture, which was as 
scientific as it was spiritual, at which learning for the nonce gave way to 
romance, and which will leave a lasting impression on all who heard it. 
The Committee of the Société des Etudes Juives, which has frequently 
attracted your attention, took advantage of the presence in Paris of the celebrated 
novelist, Sacher Masoch, and invited this writer of so many charming stories 
concerning our coreligionists in Poland, to deliver a lecture on the Jews in 
Gtalicia. This is a subject on which Herr Sacher Masoch is thoroughly at home. 
The Hall of the Consistoire Israélite at the Temple in the Rue de la Victoire. 
vast as it is, was far too small to contain the many admirers of the lecturer, who 
were well acquainted with his works, without having had the privilege of 
knowing him personally, I shall not be astonishing your readers when I say 
that the majority of the audience consisted of the most charming ladies of our 
community. There were present, besides, all the Rabbis in Paris, the leading 
Members of the Committee of the Société des Etudes Juives, representatives of 
the Consistoire, the Alliance Israélite and other Jewish notabilities. I refrain, 
however, from mentioning names, in order that I may offend. no one. | 
The meeting opened at nine o’clock with an admirable address by the Presi- 
dent, M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbi of Paris, who then gave way to the Chevalier 
Sacher Masoch. The lecturer divided the Jews of Galicia into two great sects, 
the Chassidim and the Karaites. The Chassidim are a class of Jews whose sole 
piety consists in their laceration of their bodies, thereby fatally injuring their 
intellectual faculties. With regard to this sect, the Chevalier Sacher Masoch 
related that one of their chiefs, surnamed Israel Baal Shem, the most influential 
Jew in Galicia, had predicted the victory of the Russians over the Turks, because 
the former had favoured the Jews to a greater extent than the latter. ‘ Let us 
hope,” added the lecturer, “ that in the next war, France will also find its Baal 
Shem.” This expression of hope elicited thunders of applause. Passing on to 
the Karaites, the Chevalier explained their doctrines, which had already been 
made known by recently published works ; but he described them with that 
originality which is essentially his own, and which secured him the success of 
the evening. In conclusion he narrated with remarkable talent the history of 
the Polish Count Craziski, who,on beiog compelled to take flight during the 
insurrection of 1846, confided his entire personal property, amounting to 200,000 
france, to his factotum, an old Karaite Jew. After the insurgents were van- 
quished, the Courttess sat among the ruins of her castle, mourning for the fallen 
condition of her house, when the Karaite presented himself and handed her the 
200,000 francs which had been placed in his hands, without any witnesses or 
without any receipt being demanded of him. The Countess, deeply moved, 
threw herself into the arms of the aged Jew, whom, the lecturer, in conclnsion 
described as entering, with head erect, on Friday evening, the House of God, on 
which are inscribed the words ; “ This is the Gate of the Eternal ; the just only 


may enter here.” This admirable peroration was received with a triple salvo of 
applause.

_ Mr. H. Guedalla, Hon. President of the Spanish Centre for Jewish Immigra- 
tion into Spain, has forwarded to the Acting President in Madrid, a copy of a 
recent issue of the Jewish Chronicle, containing observations on this move- 
ment.

JEWISH -STATISTICS. 


The Registrar-General, in his Report for 1885, refers at some length to the 
circumstance that the only marriages which show an increase are those amongst 
Jews. The marriages in the synagogues have increased 39 per cen‘. in six years, 
This is accounted for not only by the increased immigratiort of foreign Jews, 
but is also due tothe reduction made by the United Synagogue in wedding fees. 
Reference is also made in the Report to the fact that Jews do not marry during the 
Omer (a subject dealt with in detail by “ Aliquis,” in our columns) as well as during 
“the Three Weeks,” between the 17th of Tamuz and the ninth of Ab—from the 
annniversary of the taking of Jerusalem to that of the destruction of the 
Temple. 

; perenne to the census of Prussia on Dec 1, 1884, there were 366,543 Jewish 
sofils in the Kingdom, of whom 64,308 were between the ages of 6 and 12, 
At the Higher Girls’ Schools of Prussia there were 5,874 Jewish pupils out of a 
total of 42,726, but only five Jewish teachers out of 909. The Berlin Jewish 
Community has spent during the last three years 2,514,480 marks, while during 
the past year the Vienna community spent 269,653 florins. 

Of the 630,000 Jews of Hungary, 116,233 were last year between 6 and 
12 years, i.e. 18°6 per cent. Of these no less than 90,266 were actually at school, 78 
per cent, an unusually large proportion judging by London School Board 
experience. There were 512 special Jewish Schools and 979 Jewish teachers. 
At the University of Buda-Pesth there are no less than 1,058 Jewish students 
out of 3,375, and at the Polytechnic Sshool 220 Jews out of 621. | 

The Karaites are slowly dwindling away. Oaly 499 families represent the 
sect in the Crimea, their principal seat. 


The Jewish population of Constantinople was, according to the latest 


statistics, 44,561 Jews in the whole population of 871,562. 


WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL, 


— 


The annual meeting of the Governors of the Westminster Jews’ Free School 
was held on Sunday at the School, Hanway Place, Oxford Street. Mr. Claude G 
Montefiore, Vice-President, occcupied the chair. 

In a letter of apology for non-attendance, Mr. Louis Davidson, the Presi- 
dent, observed with regard to his appeal for funds: “ The amount we 
will require to liquidate outetanding claims and to carry on the School work 
during the present year is so large, £1,490, that I am certain it will not be realised 
by my appealalone. Under the circumstances, I feel it my duty to make an earnest 
appeal to the Committee generally to endeavour toaid me in coll«cting at any rate the 
larger portion of the sum we require. I feel that unless some very vigorous mea- 
sures are taken by our Executive we should have to reduce our expenses by dim- 
inishing the number of children on our books. We cannot carry on the School on © 
borrowed money. Should we have to resort to such a couree, as I now hint at, I 
cannot but feel that it would te a ecandal to the community, having in view the 
expressions of Her Majesty's Inspectors as to the value of the School.” eco 

The annual report and balance sheet were submitted. The following is an 
abstract of these statements : —_ | 

Through the generous gift of the Vice-President, Mr. Claude Montefiore, who 
fitted up one of the class rooms asa workshopat hisown expense, and defrayed the cost 
of an instructor, technical instruction has been given to a limitei number of boys 
after the regular school hours. The Committee attich the greatest importance to 
the introduction of this new feature in connection with the School, and they trust 
that the community will aid them with funds to assist in the further development 
of this scheme which has already produced very encouraging results. The Penny 
Dinners, inaugurated two years ago, continue to work satisfactorily. An average of 
110 boys and gir!s are provided with a midday meal during the winter months, No 
free meals are given, but in very poor cases needlework is supplied to the mothers to 
enable them to pay ; the expenses of materials have been kindly def rayed by Mrs, 
Henry Lucas. The Committee gratefully acknowledge Mr. Henry Lucas'’s gift ofan 
enclosure for the girls to dine io. The gift of boots from the Maida Vale Boot 
Fund is thankfully mentioned, and due notice is token of the kindness of Mr, Frank 
Lewis Emanuel, who has taken the plavse of Mr. J. E. Jacobs as Honorary Teacher 
of Techvical Drawing. The number cf pupils is 229 boys, and 218 girls. The in- 
come was about £1,680, including £509, the result of the last public appeal. The 
expenditure reached nearly £2,200. 

The report and balance sheet were adopted. , 

The honorary officers were elected as follows: President, Mr, Louis Davidson ; 
Vice-President, Mr. C.G. Montefiore ; Treasurer, Mr. Julian Joseph ; Hon. Secretary, 
Mr. Leonard L. Cohen; Auditors, Messrs. Jerrold N. Joseph, E, G. Mocatta. Mr. 
Frank Emanuel was added to the Committee. | 

The meeting authorised the Committee to sell the premises in Greek Street ; 
but it was pointed out that this sale would create an actual loss. | 

At a’special meeting held subsequently the Trustees were authorised to sell a 
portion of the funded property of the School not exceeding £600 to repay a liability 
to the London and Westminster Bank, which occurred during the past yea’,

sweetness of manners and disposition, Mr. Phillips combined these qualities with rich 
scholastic lore, and fine oratorical abilities, which, in many critical times, and nota- 
bly during the ‘Saturnalia of Blood’ in the history of this misgoverned island, 
served, as they had often before aided, the vital interests of the colony in the anxious 
Councils of the State. Unassuming, modest, careful of speech, and respectful to 
adversaries, he was yet powerful and most successful in political debate. Utterly 
despising falsehood and trickery, and looking steadily at facts by the light of truth 
and justice, he won the admiration of friendsand opponents, They saw in the man 
the rare virtues of truth, honour and justice, and oneand all with a hearty acclaim, 
pronounced him Monarch of the Jews, and a very Prince of Sovereignty among his 
Christian compatriots. The voice that helped to raise the alarm against the pro- 
clamation of accursed Martial Law in the Metropolisin 1865 is now hushed and 
silent in the tomb ; the fertile brain that helped Governors of the Colony in their | 
administrative troubles has melted away into mother eart*, and the calm and 
majestic face that inspired respect and confidence will never, never more be teen in 
our midst. Honours and titles, wealth and human pageantry may pass away 
like fleecy clouds in summer, but the good name, the unoetentatious deeds of kindli- 
ness and goodwill, and the true and faithful record of daty well performed during 
a long and honoured life can never be wholly forgotten.” |

MR. GLADSTONE ON THE JEWS. 


Inthe current number of the Nineteenth Century Mr. Gladstone, in the course 
of his “ Notes and Queries on the Irish demand,” g>es out of his way to give the 
following remarkable tribute to Jewish qualities :— 


“Some time back, Mr. Goldwin Smith I think made against the Jews what 
may be called a charge of incivism,and called forth an effective defence. It 
is certain that that people, as known among us, have marked virtues ; and I am 
not aware that they have corresponding faults. One thing I think may be said, 
which is no matter of reproach : they do not so entirely amalgamate with other 


Englishmen, as to lose all notes of difference. The Jew remains a Jew, and
